REFUSES TO ANSWER 


Croker Declines to Give Mazet Com- 
mittee Information Wanted. 


MAY CAUSE HIMSELF MUCH TROUBLE. 


Likely to Be Brought Before the 
State Legislature to Answer 
Charges of Contempt—Pro- 
ceedings on Monday. 


New York, April 18.—In the session 
of the Mazet legislative investigating 
committee Monday Richard Croker was 
again the principal object of Mr. Moss’ 


examination, and the most important | 


development was the probability that 
the Tammany chieftain and John F. 
Carroll will be the subject of contempt | 


Mr. Croker parried the questions 
the counsel and refused to satisfy Pe 
members with the amount of informa- 
tion he was willing to give Feparding 
matters which he Jaa as ‘“‘person- 
al affairs.” An adjournment of the 
committee was taKen until next Fri- 
day morning, and Mr. Croker was sub- 
poenaed to reappear before the ses- 
sion on next Monday morning. By the 
initiative of Moss, many of whose ques- 
tions Mr. Croker repeatedly refused tc 
answer, and with whom he had severa] 
sallies that came very near being per- 
sonal, the chairman of the committee 
took such action as would leave Mr. 
Croker in technical contempt. It was 
stated that when Mr. Fallows, of the 
committee, left Monday afternoon for 
Albany he had instruetions to prepare 
papers adjudging Mr. Croker and Jobn 
F. Carroll in contempt. 

Assemblyman Hoffman oflered a res- 
olution to have certain prominent men 
summoned before the committee þe- 
cause of a rumor that a certain law 
firm, “by and with the assistance of 
other persons, by corrupt methods se- 
cured the passage through the assem- 
bly” of the Astoria gas franchise, whose 
real purpose “was to enable the Consol- 
idated Gas company to force a consol- 
idation of all the gas interests in the 
city, to the end that the supply of gas 
might be controlled and the price reg- 
ulated by the so-called consolidation.” 
Mr. Hoffman wanted to subpoena the 
law firm of Tracy, Boardman & Platt. 
Elihu Root, the incorporators of the 
Astoria Heat, Light and power com- 
pany, Thomas C. Platt, Benjamin B. 
Odell, Lemuel Ely Quigg and John D. 
Crimmons. The resolution was defeat- 
ed, however, five republicans opposing 
it and two democrats favoring it. 

Mr. Croker’s Testimony. 

Richard Croker was called to the 
stand soon after noon and he occupied 
the attentions of the committee the 
rest of the session. He testified that 
the police did not contribute a cent tc 
the Tammany campaign last year, but 
that the officeholders did. He could not 
tell the amount of money raised last 
year, nor did he know in what bank 
the funds were kept. He said he had 
never received a cent from Bourke 
Cockran. He also swore he was never 
caught short with Manhattan “L” 
stock, and did not lose $27,000. 

Mr. Moss asked him about the con: 
tributions made by the judicial candi- 
dates last year. Mr. Croker couldn’{ 
tell the amount. The Tammany leader 
and Mr. Moss had a little tilt as tc 
whether Mr. Croker had said that the 
city was not “wide open.” Mr. Croker 
had never heard that the Metropolitan 
street railroad or persons interested in 
it had contributed $750,000.to Tammany 
Hall during the last election. Mr. 
Croker had received no money, directly 
or indirectly, from Mr. Carroll during 
the last year.

Lawton’s Recall. \ 


Washington, April 18—When shown 


a dispatch announcing the recall of 
Gen. Lawton Brig. Gen. Schwan, 
acting adjutant general, said it was 
in accordance with the understanding 
of the war department as to the pur- 
pose of Gen. Lawton’s campaign. 


“Gen. Otis sent this expedition to south- 
ern Luzon,” he continued, ‘‘for the purpose

DIES UNEXPECTEDLY. 


Rt. Rev. John Ambrose Watterson, 
Bishop at Columbus, Passes Away 
Funeral Thursday. 


Columbus, O., April 18.—Rt. Rev. 
John Ambrose Watterson, D. D., bishop 
of the diocese of Columbus, died sud- 
denly at his residence in this city early 
in the morning. He had been in ill 
health for some time, but his death was 
unexpected and came as a great shock 
to the public of Columbus. 

It is now thought that the funeral 
will be held on Thursday and the re- 
mains buried under the altar of St. 
Joseph’s cathedral, beside the body of 
Bishop Rosencrans. 

Bishop Watterson attained national 
prominence by taking advanced ground 
on the temperance question.

New York, April 18.—The cruiser Chi- 
cago, which has been undergoing re- 
pairs at the Brooklyn navy yard for 
months, will sail this morning on her 
first important voyage in nearly four 
years. A cruise of 22,000 miles is to be 
made under command of Capt. Cook, 


acting under orders from Rear Admiral į 
Howison. The Chicago will go first to 


the Azores, then to Gibraltar, where a 
stop of ten days will be made. Thence 
through the Mediterranean to Malta 
and to Cairo, the cruiser will 
through the Suez canal down the east- 
ern coast of Africa to Johannesburg 
and Cape Town. A stop will be made 
at St. Helena. It is expected that the 
Chicago will return to the United States 
next October.

By the 
initiative of Moss, many of whose ques- 
tions Mr. Croker repeatedly refused tc 
answer, and with whom he had several 
sallies that came very near being per- 
sonal, the chairman of the committee 
took such action as would leave Mr. 
Croker in technical contempt. It was 
stated that when Mr. Fallows, of the 
committee, left Monday afternoon for 
Albany he had instruetions to prepare 
papers adjudging Mr. Croker and John 
F. Carroll in contempt. 

Assemblyman Hoffman oflered a res- 
olution to have certain prominent men 
summoned before the committee þe- 
cause of a rumor that a certain law 
firm, “by and with the assistance of 
other persons, by corrupt methods se- 
cured the passage through the assem- 
bly” of the Astoria gas franchise, whose 
real purpose “was to enable the Consol- 
idated Gas company to force a consol- 
idation of all the gas interests in the 
city, to the end that the supply of gas 
might be controlled and the price reg- 
ulated by the so-called consolidation.” 
Mr. Hoffman wanted to subpoena the 
law firm of Tracy, Boardman & Platt. 
Elihu Root, the incorporators of the 
Astoria Heat, Light and power com- 
pany, Thomas C. Platt, Benjamin B. 
Odell, Lemuel Ely Quigg and John D. 
Crimmons. The resolution was defeat- 
ed, however, five republicans opposing 
it and two democrats favoring it. 

Mr. Croker’s Testimony. 

Richard Croker was called to the 
stand soon after noon and he oceupied 
the attentions of the committee the 
rest of the session. 
the police did not contribute a cent tc 
the Tammany campaign last year, but 
that the officeholders did. He could not 
tell the amount of money raised last 
year, nor did he know in what. bank 
the funds were kept. He said he had 
never received a cent from Bourke 
Cockran. He also swore he was never 
caught short with Manhattan “L” 
stock, and did not lose $27,000. 

Mr. Moss asked him about the con: 
tributions made by the judicial candi- 
dates last year. Mr. Croker couldn’{ 
tell the amount. The Tammany leader 
and Mr. Moss had a little tilt as tc 
whether Mr. Croker had said that the 
city was not “wide open.” Mr. Croker 
had never heard that the Metropolitan 
street railroad or persons interested in 
it had contributed $750,000 to Tammany 
Hall during the last election. Mr. 
Croker had received no money, directly 
or indirectly, from Mr. Carroll during 
the last year. 

Refuses to Answer. 

Mr. Moss asked Mr. Croker how much 
he paid for his stock in the United 
States Bond company, and whether the 
stock was given to him upon the forma. 
tion of the eympany. Mr. Croker re- 
fused to answer, and Mr. Moss request- 
ed the committee to direct the witness 
to answer. Mr. Mazet so directed. 

“Will you answer, Mr. Croker?” 

“No, sir,” said the witness, firmly. 

“Please to record the gentleman’s re- 
fusal to answer all of these questions 
concerning the getting of the stock 
and whether he had paid for it or not, 
or whether he got it at the organization 
of the company,” said Mr. Moss. 

“And record also that he declines to 
answer on the ground that it is a pri- 
vate personal matter,” said Assembly- 
man Hoffman. 

Mr. Croker said he was not interest- 
ed in the Maryland Whisky company. 
He had never owned any stock in the 
Flushing 'Gas company. Mr. Moss 
wanted to know why he made definite 
answers to these personal questions, 
and Mr. Croker said: 

“I don’t know. I have got to answer 
some, and must reserve some to my 
judgment. If I didn’t answer some, I 
would sit here without answering any- 
thing at all.” 

Mr. Moss asked Mr. Croker again if he 
had given his son Frank $17,000 with 
which to buy stockin the Roebling Con- 
struction company. Mr. Croker de- 
clined to answer. Chairman Mazet in- 
structed him to answer and he refused. 
The same thing occurred -when Mr. 
Mossasked how much stock of the Auto- 
Truck company Mr. Croker held and 
how much he paid for his interest, in 
that concern.

New York, April 18.—A dispatch to 
the World from Manila says: Maj.

“The present prospect is that 100,000 troops 
will be necessary to pacify the Philip- 
pine islands.” 


After giving the opinion that 100,000 
men will be required to subdue these 
islands, Gen. Lawton explained the sit- 
uation to the World correspondent as 
follows: | 

“The difficulties in the way are those of 
fighting guerrillas in a tropical country. 

“With my brigade I could force my way 
from one end of the islands to the other if 
I did not have to hold the territory I 
traversed. But leaving garrisons behind 
would soon eat up the whole force.’’

New York, April 18.—The American 
Bible society has appointed Rev. Wil- 
liam R. Henderson, D. D., as its field 
agent for Illinois, Indiana and Wiscon- 
sin. Dr. Henderson is a native of Indi- 
ana, graduated from Princeton college 
in 1867, and from McCormick Theolog- 
ical seminary, Chicago, in 1876. He be- 
gan life as a lawyer, but left the prac- 
tice of his profession in Indiana to enter 
the ministry. 


Pronounced Invalid. 

Washington,.April 18.—In the United 
States supreme court an opinion was 
handed down by Justice Peckham pro- 
nouncing invalid a portion of the state 
law of Michigan regulating the sale 
of thousand-mile railroad tickets.

DIES UNEXPECTEDLY. 


Rt. Rev. John Ambrose Watterson, | 


Bishop at Columbus, Passes Away 
—Funeral Thursday. 


Columbus, O., April 18.—Rt. Rev. 
John Ambrose Watterson, D. D., bishop 
of the diocese of Columbus, died sud- 
denly at his residence in this city early 
in the morning. He had been in ill 
health for some time, but his death was 
unexpected and came as a great shock 
to the public of Columbus. 

It is now thought that the funeral 
will be held on Thursday and the re- 
mains buried under the altar of St. 
Joseph’s cathedral, beside the body of 
Bishop Rosencrans. 

Bishop Watterson attained national 
prominence by taking advanced ground 
on the temperance question. In 1893 
he promulgated his famous decree bar- 
ring liquor dealers from membership in 
Catholic societies and instructing 
priests of the diocese to refuse absolu- 
tion to saloon keepers who carried on 
their business in violation of civil law, 
unless they promised to cease offend- 
ing. 

Cruiser Chicago’s Long Voyage. 

New York, April 18.—The cruiser Chi- 
eago, which has been undergoing re- 
pairs at the Brooklyn navy yard for | 
months, will sail this morning on her 
first important voyage in nearly four 
years. A cruise of 22,000 miles is to be 
made under command of Capt. Cook, 
acting under orders from Rear Admiral 
Howison. The Chicago will go first to 
the Azores, then to Gibraltar, where a 
stop of ten days will be made. Thence 
through the Mediterranean to Malta 
and to Cairo, the cruiser will 
through the Suez canal down the east- 
ern coast of Africa to Johannesburg 
and Cape Town. A stop will be made 
at St. Helena. It is expected that the 
Chicago will return to the United States 
next October.

twentieth dynasty, 1500 B. C., deposited 
in the sarcophagus of a priestess of 
Ammon named Aon Sang, “The Liv- 
ing.” <A picture of the vestal offering 
sacrifice to the god of the nether world 
illuminates the manuscript.

Nubar Pasha, formerly Premier of 
Egypt, is said to have left a fortune 
of upward of twenty million dollars. 
The foundation of this wealth was the 
very large inheritance of Mme. Nubar, 
who was the daughter and heiress of 
the richest Armenian banker at Con- 
stantinople. Nubar owned a splendid 
hotel in Paris, a more magnificent 
chateau at Boulak, and a villa at 
Alexandria, with the most beautiful 
gardens in Egypt.

Cost of Perfumery» 

To produce the yearly out put of 
perfumery in the department of Sea 
Alps, in France, the Revue ‘Statisque 
says, requires 4,000,000 pounds of roses, 
5,000,000 pounds of orange blossoms, 
400,000 pounds jasmine, 300,000 pounds 
cassia blossoms, 300,000 pounds tube 
roses and 400,000 pounds violets. The 
average price paid for thse blossoms 
per pound is: Roses, 6 centc; orange 
blossoms, 7 cents; jasmine, 25 cents; 
tube roses, 50 cents; and violets and 
cassia blossoms, 40 cents. One plant 
of violets furnishes about six ounces 
of blossoms and an orange tree about 
twenty pounds. A woman can gather 
forty pounds of roses in four hours, 
or six pounds of jasmine in the same 
time. She can pick twelve pounds of 
tube roses in a third of a day, but 
it takes a full day’s work to gather 
twenty pounds of violets or orange 
blossoms. To ohtain one pound of es- 
sence requires: Of roses, 32,000 peunds, 
or nearly 5,000,000 single blossoms; 2,- 
000 pounds of orange blossoms, or 1,- 
200,000 single flowers. Each year’s out- 
put of the district amounts to 1,000,- 
000 peunds of pomades, or cosmetics, 
and 1,000,000 gallons of odorless fluids.
